Dr. .loner, the new president, named

ills committees at once so that there
might he no Interruption of the
chamber's .work. Taking the shnir.
Dr. Jones said:
"Contlemen of the Chamber of Com¬

merce: It fills my heart with pride
on being elected to the presidency of
tbjjj honorable tody. It Is a most
coveted honor. I do not feel nqunl
to the task but feeling that 1 have
your most hearty support and cooper¬
ation I am encouraged to throw all
my energy In the great work that is
beTore us this year, and am sure that
this chamber means business and this
year's labors will result in the ac-1
compllshlng of many things for the
bpneflt of our community. The re¬
sults of our labors have been In recent
years to some extent hampered by the
nppolntment of special committees
over the heads of the regular stand¬
ing committees, thus leaving but lit¬
tle for the standing committees to do.
It Is my policy to appoint members
to standing committee membership
who by virtue of <helr occupation and
training can give their support In an
active manner to such matters as may
bo from time to time referred to
ihem. I hope then during this year,
unless there is a very good reason
for 'so doing, that no measure will be
referred to special committees, there¬
by keeping our standing committees
alive to their responsibility.
"There Is to mv mind a most Im¬

portant task for this chamber to un¬
dertake, und carry to a successful
conclusion; thnt Is the placing of
Newport News in the class in railway
and other transportation rates with
Virginia cities in Inter-state traflio.
As I am Informed. West Point even,
enjoys a far lower interstate rate
than this city. As a result of this
our grocers have to go to Norfolk on

Friday and buy their vegetables nnd
fruits raised In the gr. at trucking
and fruit belt of the Carolinas, In the
open market at fifty per cent greater
juice than Norfolk or Baltimore mer¬
chants do, simply because the rates to
the growers lo this clly are prohlbl-I
Jive. Also the wholesale merchants
in-buying goods front the factories inj
the South are so discriminated ag¬
ainst, that although they pay the same
rate for their stock, and get the same
discounts as do the Norfolk whole¬
sale mercbnnls, the latter merchants
con sell their stock, delivered in New¬
port News, meet, and in many instan¬
ces undersell our home wholesale
merchants. The only fair treatment
we get, as I am Informed. Is from
the terrllory traversed by the Chesa¬
peake & Ohio. An also I am further
informed that the Chesapeake &
Ohio will nld this chamber In right¬
ing this wrong. For this purpose I
have appointed a good strong commit¬
tee, men who are vitally interested,
to push this matter. The TTiilted
States- Interstate commerce commis¬
sion will no doubt give iir the relief.
There Is no reason why they should
not do so. There Is no need for
longer delay. The remedy has been
before us for years, and we lay su¬
pinely on our harks and let Norfolk
and Baltimore inch the life blood out
of our community. This Is a burn¬
ing r.hnme. Having made some in¬
quiries concerning the best mode of
procedure, I have the information
that the meintors of the Interstate
eommerce commission, being all law¬
yers, naturally pay more attention to
n regular attorney who may represent
n committee from n commercial body.
I know of one Instance of the valuable
aid such an attorney gave to a certain
Chamber, of Commerce. I do strong¬
ly urge that this body authorize the
appolntmeut of an attorney to aid this
committee. I have in mind nn at-

torney who win give his time amitalent for n more trifle, and win muko
I no expendithre of any kind without'due authority from thi.s od) Sup¬
pose It were to oust n trifling amount;
would It not lie money put to the bt>sl
possible UFO?

I "Another matter of Interest which
should have our attention.that Is n
union or closer working harmony with
tho Merchants' Association of our,city, mnny member: of hoth bodies
desire such :i harmony which would
no doubt would he prcJncllve of much
good. i derire that steps lie taken
toward hrluglng this about.
